BERLIN, Aug. 24.—The 
German government to- 
night extended the term of 
compulsory military service 
from one to two years. The 
decree followed frequent 
reports the government 
was considering such a step 
because of “Russian mili- 
tarism.”

Reichsruehrer Hitler signed 
the decree at his summer 
home near Berchtesgaden, 
on the Bavarian Alps, to- 
day. It was countersigned 
by Gen, Werner von Blom- 
berg, minister of war.

THE RIOTS IN PALESTINE 

The fierce fighting between Jews and Arabs 
in Palestine is inflicting serious injury upon the 
economic life of the country. A succession of 
brutal onslaughts, directed against strategic 
cities, has brought industry almost to a stand- 
still. Whole communities tremble before the 
anticipated attacks of an enraged neighbor. 
Neither party will agree to purchase peace by 
the acceptance of some enduring compromise. 
As a result, Palestine is being rent by civil war 
that defies amicable settlement 

The causes of the riots are manifest and in- 
disputable. The Arabs were alarmed at the 
enormous influx of Jewish refugees from Ger- 
many. They interpreted this increased immigra- 
tion as an attempt by Zionism to abridge the 
traditional supremacy of the Arabs in Palestine. 
Incited to frenzy by religious agitators, several 
Arab tribes began to subject Jewish colonists 
to systematic and humiliating ridicule. The 
Jews, in this emergency, did not act with fault- 
less composure. Their eagerness to retaliate 
provoked the Arabs to increased reprisals. Fin- 
ally a Jew was killed, and the passions aroused 


by that act hurried Palestine into the prolonged 
miseries of civil strife

mediation was doomed to failure, because her

What We Can Learn From 
The Tongue 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

A coated tongue is found in practically all 
acute cases where there is a rise of temperature, 
but is not of much value in distinguishing the 
different diseases, Coated tongues are some- 
times found in persons who are apparently in 
perfect health. The coating is usually caused 
by a growth of bacteria and 
becomes less resistant. 

Biliousness is often the 
cause of the tongue being 
continually coated, but if the 
tongue is only coated in the 
morning and clears off to- 
ward evening, it has no diag- 
nostic significance. If the 
tongue is usually clean, but 
suddenly becomes coated, it is 
generally an _ indication of 
some stoppage of the diges- 
tive tract, either indigestion or constipation. 

Much can be learned by the way the patient 
puts out the tongue. If the tongue protrudes 
very far and is slender, the individual is usu- 
ally a neurasthenic character who is in the 
habit of examining the tongue frequently in the 
looking glass, and is always looking for diges- 
tive symptoms. If the tongue trembles, there 
may be an indication of some nervous disorder 
or of alcoholism. When the tongue protrudes 
toward one side more than the other, it usually 
indicates a nerve or spinal paralysis. 

The color of the tongue is sometimes of val- 
ue in diagnosing. For example, a bright red 
color in a person suffering from digestive dis- 
turbances may indicate a stomach ulcer. A yel- 
lowish tinge to the tongue may indicate jaun- 
dice. A dry, coated tongue is often found in 
uremia, and a dark brown coat on the tongue 
may indicate wasting diseases or prolonged 
fevers. 

The tongue is also subject to ulceration from 
accident or from irritations by the teeth. Canker 
sores also occur upon the tongues of people suf- 
fering from acidcsis. 

The tongue is sometimes affected with white, 
thickened pafches which may show a tendency 
to fissure, and which may exist for a long time 
without causing pain. They are apparently 
caused by some irritation, such as the rubbing 
from an ill-fitting plate or the contact with the 
end of a pipe in smokers. They are dangerous 
because of the possibility of malignancy. This 
condition is called leukoplakia, smokers’ tongue 
and psoriasis of the tongue. 

1e tongue is also susceptible to eczema 
which produces peculiar patches resembling a 
geographical map. It has an intense itching 
and usually causes much worry to the patients, 
who imagine it is the beginning of cancer. 

Most of the diseases of the tongue yield 
when the underlying cause is corrected, but it 
is important at the same time to practice clean- 
local treatments are

QUESTION: Magnolia asks: “Why is it my 
tongue is always coated when I get up? The 
coating disappears by one o'clock but comes 
back. Is this the first sign of some serious 
trouble?” 

ANSWER: When the tongue does not stay 
coated, it is not much of a diagnostic sign. The 
usual cause of such a condition is sleeping with 
the mouth open. The thick, coated tongue of 
liver trouble is present all the time. 

QUESTION: Frieda asks: “What is a pigno- 
lia?” 

ANSWER: A pignolia is the same as the pine 
nut, a seed of the pine tree which is frequently 
used in confectionery end eaten raw, roasted 
and salted as are other nuts. Most of them are 
imported from Italy, Spain and France, but 
some excellent varieties are raised in Mexico 
and the Western states.

PAINTING A CELLAR FLOOR | 
By Roger B. Whitman | 

A concrete cellar floor is almost 
always through being laid 
on the ground. Even though the 
surface seems dry, there is prob- | 
ably moisture it. This makes | 
trouble when ordinary oil paint is | 
used in painting the floor. Lime 
in concrete, combining with mois- 


ture, destroys the oils of the paint— 
softens and comes off 
Before painting a concrete floor 
the lima should be killed. This 
can be done wijh a chemical called 
sulphate, which costs very 
little and can be had at a paint 
store. Zine sulphate crystals are 
dissolvec in water in the proportion 
of three pounds to the gallon. A 
good many gallons of the mixture 
will be needed, for the floor should 


damp.

| is poured on the floor and spread 


with a broom. When the concrete 
dries, small crystals will appear all 
over the surface, and should be 
swept off. The floor can then be 
painted, Even without trouble from 
lime, paint will not last any great 
while because of the moisture. 
Floor paint on a concrete floor lasts 
longest when it is mixed with spar 
varnish—2 parts of paint to 1 part 
of varnish. Put this on in two or 
three thin coats.

timely government assistance or by 
effecting amalgamation arrange- 
ments with stronger competitors. 
Why did they not create some 
money and pay their bills? How 
comes it that they found them- 
selves in difficulties? 

To any thoughtful person the fact 
that banks can and do become in- 
solvent is proof positive that they 


leannot buy wealth, and pay their) 


bills by simply writing figures in 
a book. They can only buy bonds, 
and make loans, and incur bills, 
and pay wages, and earn dividends 
py precisely the same means as 
other business organizations in the 
community. Every expense incur- 
red draws upon their cash reserves. 
They must keep down expenses, 
close down unremunerative 
branches, avoid losses, etc., as must 
the best of us 

In a future article I will deal 
with the common delusion that 
savings deposits are idle money, 
and that bonds are money and some 
of the other queer obsessions which 
afflict the minds of men. 


SOCIAL CREDIT PROBLEMS 

1 have already drawn attention 
to the very grave dangers of rush 
sessions of the legislature and of 
hasty, ill-conceived and immature 
action in implementing social credit 
policies. It is necessary to repeat 
the warning. The government is 
already committed to a stamp scrip 
plan which involves the setting up 
of a system of scrip exchanges or 
clearing houses or banks—give 
them what name you will, It de- 
liberately turned its back on a pro- 
posal to sove this expense by us- 
ing the present bank machinery.

Jesse Owens comes out of the Olympic Games in a blaze 
of glory and there appears to be every chance that he will 
tumble immediately into a slather of money. In fact the| 
amount which he is likely to make in the next few months) 
is almost vulgar. When he sailed from London for the United ' 
States he announced that he would turn professional if suit- 
able offers were made and a dozen or more were wired to | 
him on board his ship within a few hours. 

Owens has none of the quaint amateur ideas which 
have left scores of fine athletes penniless. He is smart 
enough to know that the time for him to cash in is when 
he is hot stuff for any box office on the continent. Al- 
though he has one more year of university study before 
he gets his degree, he is not worrying about carrying the 
colors of his alma mater to more treck victories, From 
now on he is going to carry his own color to a financial 
clean-up. 

He explains his decision forcibly and clearly. He went to| 
Berlin with exactly $10 in his pocket. When the games were 
over he didn’t have a cent left in the world and he has a 
wife, about whom, he is crazy, to take care of. His is fully 
aware of the obstacles in the way of any member of his race 
reaching financial security and is not going to let any golden 
chances slip. 

The first offer that he received.was to appear with a} 
dance orchestra on a 10 weeks booking. He can sing as well 
as most of the lads in dance bands and is not a bad tap 
dancer. In addition he is tinkering with a plan of rigging 
up a treadmill arrangement which will let him race on a 
theatre stage without going anywhere in particular. To make 
this more interesting, he will have two separate machines 
with an opponent racing him on the other. 

Owens, like all other U.S. Olympic athletes, bitterly 
resents the way in which he was ordered to go on barn- 
storming trips around Eurepe by the heads of the U.S. 
Olympic committee. Rich offers were made to the com- 
mittee for various stars to put on exhibitions. These were | 
accepted by the officials and the athletes ordered to such 
and such a town regardless of their wishes and without | 
any compensation, | 

Jesse lost six pounds by being “circused around Europe,” 
as he puts it, He was sent from Cologne to Prague without al 
cent in his pocket and had to race in that city without having | 
had a bite to eat for 10 hours.
